NOTES  FROM  OUR  1929 
TRIAL  PLOT 

We  were  very  late  this  year  in  get- 
ing  our  Glads  planted  (began  planting 
June  10)  and  our  first  four  Glads  open¬ 
ed  the  first  bloom  in  43  days.  Lottie 
Belle  as  usual  was  one  of  them,  as  wTell 
as  three  others  of  our  seedlings,  Maro- 
lee  was  not  much  later,  this  bloomed 
in  45  days  and  flowers  often  7  in. 
across  and  very  early.  Lottie  Belle 
has  proven  to  be  a  very  good  forcing 
Glad.  Mr.  Fred  Hubbard  of  Mass., 
writes:  “We  have  forced  many  varie¬ 
ties  from  Maiden  Blush  to  Elizabeth 
Tabor  but  Lottie  Belle  seems  to  please 
our  trade.” 


The  florists  like  the  color  of  Nor- 
manda  and  ask  for  it. 

We  have  been  breeding  especially 
for  early  Glads  and  have  had  some  real 
results  that  will  speak  for  themselves 
later. 

About  eight  years  ago  we  began 
breeding  for  a  double  Glad.  We  in¬ 
troduced  last  year  Fanny  Crosby,  a 
very  fine  cream  Glad  that  took  first  at 
Springfield  for  the  most  bloom  open 
and  perfect  buds,  this  comes  with 
about  30%,  8  petals  or  more.  This 
year  we  have  another  very  fine  white 
Glad,  Marjorie  Louise,  that  comes 
about  30%,  8  petals,  and  this  year 
among  our  new  seedlings  we  found 
three  that  came  90%,  8  petals.  We 
have  another  seedling  that  often  has 
bloom  with  15  to  20  petals. 

We  hope  sometime  to  have  a  glad 
that  will  be  100%  double. 

This  year  we  had  over  30  seedlings 
in  our  trial  plot  ready  to  introduce,  that 
had  been  sorted  over  for  five  years. 
Out  of  these  we  selected  two  and  sold 
the,  entire  stock  of  the  rest,  so  we  are 
sure  these  are  good  ones.

GLADYS  CLARK— A  tall  Eosine 
Pink  with  a  slight  Begonia  rose  feath¬ 
ering  in  lower  petal.  A  wonderful  color 
and  a  wonderful  Glad.  Spikes  always 
straight,  flowers  very  well  placed, 
seven  open  at  one  time,  often  over 
20  buds  on  spike,  fine  substance,  good 
size  and  a  good  propagator  of  bulblets 
that  grow. 

It  blooms  about  the  same  time  as 
Evelyn  Kirtland.
